Oldest of the three universities established іп 1857, 
Calcutta University by its long and proven scholastic tradition, 
has earned for ita place of eminence in the academic world. 
Although its jurisdiction has shrunk over the years due to 
establishment of other universities, it continues to remain 
the nerve centre of all vital academic activities in West 
Bengal and in terms of student enrolment, it is perhaps the 
largest in the world. 

Till now, there was no single publication from which 
information about the entire university could be obtained. 
The present handbook is an attempt to remove this drawback. 
It provides in a nutshell the basic information about the 
structure of the university, the various courses offered by it, 
the facilities available for studies at both post-graduate and 
undergraduate levels, etc. [hope the handbook will be found 
useful by the academic world in general and the student 
community in particular.

The Court of Directors of the East India Company 
sent a despatch in July, 1854 to the Governor-General of 
India in Council, suggesting the establishment of the 
Universities of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 


In pursuance of that despatch, the University of 
Calcutta was founded on JANUARY 24, 1857. 


The University adopted in the first instance, the 
pattern of the University of London and gradually introduced 
modifications in its constitution. 





UNIVERSITY FOUNDATION DAY : JANUARY 24 
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Calcutta University Acts 


The University of Calcutta was established Бу an Act of the 
Legislative Council (Act No. П of 1857) of the then British India. A 
supplementary Act empowering the University to confer some additional 
degrees was passed in 1860. Another Act was passed in 1884 by which 
the University was authorised to confer honorary Degree of Law. 


The University Act of 1904 empowered the University to make 
necessary arrangements for the instruction of students, and though, 
most of the teaching continued to be imparted in the affiliated colleges, 
teaching in some of the higher branches began to Бе organised under 
University management. 


The Calcutta University Act, 1951, which came into operation 
from March, 1954 brought about important changes in the constitution 
and character of the University. The Асі provided for Post-graduate 
teaching in some of the affiliated colleges alongwith the University 
Colleges. The Calcutta University Act, 1966, was passed with a view 
10 providing for the reorganisation of the University which came into 
force on September 18, 1968. 


The University is now being governed by the Calcutta University 
Act, 1979. The Act provided for the reconstitution of the University to 
enable it to function more efficiently in the fields of teaching, training 
and research in various branches of learning and courses of study and 
extending higher education to meet the growing needs of the Society and 
10 make the constitution of various authorities and bodies of the University 
more democratic. 





Authorities of the University and University

According to the Calcutta University Act, 1979, the following are 
the authorities of the University :— 


i) The Senate, ii) The Syndicate, iii) the Faculty Councils for 
postgraduate studies, iv) the Councils for Undergraduate Studi 
v) the Boards of Studies attached to the various Faculty Councils and 
Undergraduate Councils, vi) the Finance Committee and vii) the 
Departmental Committce in every P.G. Department, The composition, 
powers and duties of the aforesaid authorities аге as laid down in the 
Calcutta University Act and Statutes, 1979, as amended from time to 
timc. 











Under the Calcutta University Act 1979, the Vice-Chancellor is 
the principal executive and academic officer of the University. Subject 
to the Vice-Chancellor's supervision, direction and general control, 
the Pro-Vice-Chancellor for Academic Affairs is the chief academic 
and administrative officer in matters concerning undergradvate studies 
and research, the Pro-Vice-Chancellor for Business Affairs and Finance 
is in charge of the administration of funds, the finances and the 
properties and assets of the University and the Registrar acts as the. 
Secretary of the Senate and the Syndicate. In addition, a number of other 
posts have been declared by Statutes to be posts of officers. of the 
University. 








General Information 


Jurisdiction 


The jurisdiction of the University extended at first, throughout 
almost all of Northern India, but is now limited to the State of West 
Bengal excluding the areas which are included within the local limits 
of jurisdiction of any other university established by law within West 
Bengal. It has now 58 Post-Graduate teaching departments and 209 
affiliated colleges, serving about 300,000 students. The Univer 
conducts about 658 examinations іп а year. A list of such colle 
together with their address is given in Appendix 1. 








Academic Session 





The academic session of the University commences every усаг 
from the Ist day of July and ends оп the 30th day of June of the 
following year. Admission to the underdgraduate courses commences 
after the results of the Higher Secondary Examination of the W.B 
Council of Н.5. Education are out. Admission for the Post-Graduate 
courses commences after the B.A/B.Sc/B.Com. Hons. Part Il 
Examination results of the University are published.

In order 
10 meet the needs for the Departments in the Alipore Campus, a common 
library is being set up in this campus. In addition to above, there is a 
separate Law Library meant for the Law students and all the teaching.

Museum 


Asutosh Museum of Indian Art named after the Late Sir Asutosh 
Mookerjee is one of the major public museums in India, and the first 
University Museum in India opened in 1937. Located in the Centenary 
Building, College Street, ithas a variety of collections including items 
of antiquities and art objects. It also pioncered the work of excavation at 
a number of archacological sites and has a separate section on Indian 
Archaeology. It has more than 8000 rare and valuable exhibits, including 
a representative coin collection, a folk-art gallery, sculpture, paintings, 
terracottas, textiles, metal and ivory objects, etc. illustrating the different 
phases of Indian Art, specially of Eastern India and Bengal from the 
second century B.C. to modern times. 


Medical and Health Care Facilities for Students
